New York, May 7.—Buffeted 
which a howling sou’easter sent 
ing over the shallows of Short 
until she was all broken up amidships, 
the four-masted ship Peter Rickmers, 
with a hundred men on board, 1& in a 
position of extreme peril tonight. 

When night closed in and shut off 
the view, the vessel was being swept 
from side to side by white seas. Only 
her jugger remained and on board 
were her crew of forty-odd men and the 
sixty wreckers put aboard to jettison 
the cargo of case oll and to kedge the 
big Dutehman out into deep 
Once lines were fiung across the boat, 
but the winds and seas swept them 
away. 

All day life-savers awaited a calming 
of the storm Which would enable them 
to send their surf boats to the distress- 
ed vessel. The rough seas, however, 
continued, and the wreck had not been 
reached by night. At a late 
Sandy Hook life-#aving crew, Known 
all along the coast for feats of daring, 
boarded the revenue cutter Mohawk, 
and, taking their famous power boat, 
Rescue, in tow, headed for the Rick- 
mers. Presently ghe cutter was forced 
to turn back and at midnight the life- 
savers returned to the Sandy 
station. It was cihen announced 
they would again board the 
at 3:30 o'clock tomorrow morning and 
make a new start. They hope to reach 
the Rickmers by daylight. 

Although the wind began to die down 
after sunset, it still hung south of east 
and the vessel is . doomed without 
doubt in the opinion of life-savers and 
bay men. It is impossible to reach her 
off shore and whatever succor the five- 
score m@n may expect must come from 
scawafrd., 

Those who know the treacherous 
Long Island shore Know that there is 
no hope of the seas subsiding for an- 
other twenty-four hours, and {it is cer- 
tain that the Rickmers cannot last that 
long unless by a miracle.

Paris, May 7.—The legal expert of the 


court presented his conclusion in the 


McKee divorce case today. His finding 
was in favor of granting a divorce. 
holding both Mr. and Mrs. MchKee re- 
sponsible. Formal judgment will be ren- 
dered May 1/4 The suit was broughj 
in this city by Mrs. A. Hart McKee, 
formerly Mrs. Hugh Tevis. The first 
hearing took place in March. 

In presenting his conclusione, the 
legal expert related the history of the 
McKee marriage, described Mr. McKee 
and his wife as “spoiled children of* for- 
tune’’ who had fallen desperately in love 
with each other, 

Marriage Was Atonement, 


Marriage the day after his divorce was 
atonement for whatever had occurred 
before marriage. He said Mr. McKee 
was a man of uncontrollable temper, 
who always had been ‘interested in 
ocoultism and magic; that he had been 
guilty of great brutality toward this wife, 
and that the repeated scenes of violence 
had seriously affected her health. 

He strongly condemned the husband's 
action. after the application for divorce 
had been filed, in instituting an “‘infa- 
mous inquisition’ among Mrs. McKee's 


‘eervants. and he characterized the pub- 


lic revelation of the contents of the 
wife's love letters as Mr. McKee's 
crowning outrage against a woman 
whose personal fault was that she loved 
him too much. Nevertheless, the law 
expert ooncluded, the charges that Mr. 
tried to starve this wife, 
maltreated her child, stolen her jewels, 
etc., had not been substantiated. 
As for Mrs. McKee, 

As for Mrs. McKee, although she per- 
haps ‘had peen guilty of lack of tact, 
the charges that she had had unlawful 
relationg with her chauffeur and an 
Italian nobleman had not been proved. 
She did nothing serious before July, 
1907, when ther love seemed to turn to 
hate and she began making ecandalous 
and unwarranted charges against Mr. 
McKee. 

In his ftnal conclusion that the di- 
worce should be granted to neither the 
husband nor the wife, the legal expert 
says such a decision would avoid dis- 
honoring two families who enjoy a good 
reputation in America and that it would 
also spare the children. 

The expert found that the Fxench 
courts are competent to (ry the defama- 
tion suit against Colonel Baxter, Mrs. 
McKee's fathers which has grown out of 
the divorce case, but he declared that 
neither Colonel Baxter nor his wife was 
involved in the divorce issue.

RATE INCREASE 
BEING FOUGHT 


Proposed Advance by Railroads 
Up in the Senate, 


CULBERSON MAKES PROTEST 


Democratic Leader Says He Under- 
stands That Proposed Increase 
Would Amount to Several 
Hundred Millions |, 

Annually. 


Washington, May 7.—Referring to his 
bill to prevent railroads from raising 
freight rates, Senator Culberson of 
Texas today called the attention of 
the senate to newspaper publications 
to the effect that the railroads of the 
country with the approval of the pres- 
ident and the interstate commerce 
commission have agreed to a general 
increase in rates. 

He said it was stated in one publica- 
tion that the president had agreed to 
this increase of rates as an offset for 
his action in blockimg a general re- 
duction of wages in railroads. This 
statement, he added, quoted Chairman 
Knapp as in favor of the advance in 
rates. A western paper declared that 
this increase of rates by the railroads 
would amount to several hundred mil- 
lions of dollars annually. 

Expressing surprise that the senator 
from Texas was objecting to the com- 
mission’ fixing the rates, which the 
Hepburn rate law gave them power to 
do, Mr. Foraker reminded Mr. Culber- 
son that he (Mr. Culberson) had voted 
for that law. When the rate law pass- 
ed, he added, it was supposed it would 
result in lower rates, but, with the ex- 
ception of action taken shortly after 
its passage, the commission had af- 
fected rates only to increase them. 

“The law authorizes the commission 
to fix rates only on complaint,” inter- 
posed Mr. Culberson. 

Mr. Money of Mississippi declared 
that he could not belleve the president 
had agreed to any such thing as an 
increase of rates, ‘and plunder the peo- 
ple of this country.” 

Mr. Foraker said he knew nothing 
of the president's suggested connection 
with this matter. 

“I do not believe,” he said, “he will 
be found to be a party to any agree- 
ment to raise rates in violation of law. 
His whole concern has been that the 
shippers would have the benefit of the 
reduced rates.”

Against Injunction of Federal 
Court Against State 
Rate Laws. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 7.—It Is an- 
nounced today that the state will ap- 
peal from the decision of the United 
States court granting injunction 
against the enforcement of the rate and 
regulation laws of the last legislature.

The history of all organized movements for the uplifting and betterment 
of humanity, socially, morally, financially, is one of success only in the degree 
that they have steered clear of the dangeroys shoal of personal partisan 
politics.

For answer it is possible at this stage to point only to the warnings and 
predictions of those of its friends and leaders who have not hesitated, regard- 
| less of personal preferences, to depreeate the radical step of some of its 
trustees in permitting factional politics to enter its ranks, and—to the record 
of past efforts. 

A house divided against itself cannot stand! 

By the pledges of both candidates the question of prohibition had been 
safely and wisely eliminated from the gubernatorial contest. It was settled 
| beyond the question of a doubt that the prohibition law shall not: be dis- 
| turbed during the term for which the next governor is elected, whoever he 
may be. ' 

United in a common purpose to keep the manufacture and sale of liquor 
out of Georgia, and that purpose accomplished, the members of the anti- 
saloon league had nothing to fear of violation of their aims and principles. 

They were free to vote and act, knowing the league's efforts and achieve- 
ments would suffer nothing, whatever the result, and they are so still. 

But in an unguarded hour partisan politics was permitted to enter its 
councaAs, and already error is bearing its fruit. 

: A prominent state leader in the cause, J. F. Shannon, president of the Anti- 

Saloon League of Commerce, has thrown off the harness and declines to 
‘tend his further efforts to its work. Dr. Len G. Broughton and others of the 
trustees have criticised in no uncertain terms the “blunder,” and, says Dr. 
droughton, “I think, with all due respect to my good friends who pressed the 
‘ction, that the league has played the fool, and, I am afraid, forever de 
stroyed its influence as a moral force in state politics.” 

And there are others who may or may not be heard from. 

The result of the injection of partisan politics into the league’s delibera- 
tions can be, under the circumstances, but to divide the league against itself, 
inoculating it with bitterness and strife, and destroying that harmony of 
purpose in which its only safety lay. 

It is not a question of candidates; the result, so far as the league is con- 
cerned, would have been the same had the action of its trustees inclined to 
the other man, and The Constitution would have said just what it is say- 
ing now. » 

The unfortunate error, affecting the league’s good offices, was not in its 
indorsement of this candidate or of that one; it was in the indorsement of 
any candidate at all. 

It is an action which transfers-the division of its membership from the 
field of ordinary everyday politics to its own inner councils, where it could

Mr. Price’s statement is somewhat technical, but it is apparently a crit- 


icism of the method which forces the price of cotton futures anywhere from 
100 to 200 points BELOW THE ACTUAL PRICE OF THE STAPLE IN THE 
SPOT MARKET, 

Herein has the New York cotton exchange been most inimical to the 
interests of the producer, hence of the entire south. 

A system which causes or permits a product to be quoted upon the fu- 
ture board BELOW ITS ACTUAL VALUE in the market is FRAUDULENT 
AND OBNOXIOUS. 

Because of a lack of understanding of exchange methods on the part 
of the general public, the remedy, we believe, does not lie in degrading the 
contract, as Mr. Price suggests, but in so securing the “basis middling con- 
tract,” which is the foundation of cotton trading, that it will be worth as 
much as that grade of cotton will actually bring in the spot market. 

Nor can the New York cotton exchange hope to rehabilitate itself until, 
first and foremost, it restores the trading basis to real values. 

It must, as Mr. Smith intimates in his report, set itself in order or shut 
up shop.

The business men of the south very largely 
believe In republican doctrines now. Many 
of them agree to all of the planks in the 
republican platform. Some of them agree 
to a few, and others support various proposi- 
tions that are considered republican doctrine. 

“And they are getting more and more 
willing to admit it. They are more candid 
in their discussions than formerly, and it 
is not uncommon for me to find myself 
among a party of gentlemen who are frankly 
expressing opinions that would be acceptable 
at the white house, but are usually con- 
sidered the rankest heresy by the demo- 
cratic party. But in the south they continue 
to vote the democratic ticket, and will prob- 
ably do so until the colored vote is entirely 
eliminated and the one issue which over- 
shadows al] others has been finally laid to 
rest. Then, perhaps, natural affinities may 
assert themselves and the white population 
may divide on political issues. 

‘In Georgia at present all negroes can 
vote, but a constitutional amendment will be 
submitted to the people in November estab- 
lishing a property and educational qualifica- 
tion which will shut out the Ignorant and 
irresponsible voters of both races. Then the 
government of the state will be left in the 
hands of intelligent whites and a division of 
opinion is inevitable. The time when this 
will take place depends, however, upon future 
issues. The tariff is always with us, and 
the protective sentiment is gradually growing 
in the south with the development of our 
manufacturing industries. But no Moses has 
yet appeared, and of course it will be neces- 
sary to find one before any exodus from 
the democratic ranks can be expected. 

‘There is no restriction upon the right of a 
state to fix the qualifications of those citizens 
who may vote, except the provision of the 
constitution of the United States, which de- 
clares that the right to vote shall not be 
denied or abridged on account of race, color 
or previous condition of servitude. The recent 
legislature of Georgia adopted a _ resolution 
proposing "new qualifications along the line 
of the law of Alabama, which I believe is 
entirely free from constitutional abjection, 
because it neither denies nor abridges the 
right of any citizen to vote on aécount of 
race, color or previous condition of servi- 
tude, but fixea certain standards of educa- 
tion and property which must be reached 
before a man can become an elector in Geor- 
gia. The amendment provides that @ person 
must belong to one of six classes as follows: 

“l. All persons who served honorably in

Editor Constitution: No dowbt there 
are many theories advanced in regard 
to what will bring about prosperity, 
without the author knowing the result 
of his theory ff it should be carried 
out. But, considering the fact that di- 
versified farming is a means of not only 
keeping land up to a etandard put im- 
proving it, we cannot see any reason 
whatever why diversified farming isn't 
the most reasonable assurance of pros- 
perity. The all-cotton plan has so many 
evils attached to it I shall not attempt 
to enumerate them, but some of the 
more important are that the production 
of cotton as it ie generally carried on 
necessarily pute the planters to a lot of 
expense, and this expense generally is 
a credit expense, which compels them to 
sell their cotton to meet their contracts. 
This method opens quite an opportunity 
to speculation. Consequently, in order 
to meet credit obligations, we are forced 
to sel] at whatever it is bringing at the 
time. These are conditions the cotton 
planter must free himself from before he 
can ever hope to réalize the full value 
of his services. Thig can be done, too, 
and very easily at that, by just simply 
cutting down the cotton crop, letting 
guano alone and raising your own 6up- 
plies at hore. We can never hope to 
pay the producers of food crops in dis- 
tant states a profit, and hire the rall- 
roads to haul them to us, and pay the 
merchants a big profit to issue it out to 
Us as cheap as we can raise it right at 
our doors. Of course the several states 
are in a larwe degree dependent upon 
one another, and we lHItke interchange 
with our brothers when the benef is 
mutual, but the cotton planter iter- 
changes too much for his own good, and 
has in many cases changed all he had 
and got nothing pack. Give us prosper- 
ous farmers, and we will have a pros- 
perous country, and according to my 
view, diversified farming, together with 
a liberal practice of consefvatiem in all 
things, is the safest plan upon which to 
rely.

a pure democracy. Neither in national 
affairs nor in state affairs does mere 
weight of population rule. The evil of 
a pure democracy is that the minority 
have no protection from the majority. 

Upon that hidden reef, all the pure 
democracies of ancient and modern 
times struck and went down. 

Our forefathers wished ta avoid this 
danger, in framing national and state 
governments, they invented a system 
of checks and balances by which the 
minority could protect itself against 
an unscrupulous majority. 

If our system of government were 
intended to be a pure democracy, repre- 
sentation would be based on population 
alone. 

But it is not so. Population controls 
the lower house of congress, but the 
state organization, as a unit, controls 
the senate. In the house of representa- 
tives, New York and Pennsylvania are 
given the full preponderance of their 
population, but in the senate—the 
higher body—the state organizations 
are equal. In other words, the senate 
is a check on the house. 

The idea is that mere numbers shall 
not arbitrarily rule. Majorities shall 
not have everything their own way. 
Minorities shall have representation 
and protection. The state units of Geor- 
gia and of Delaware shall be equal to 
the state units of Ohio, New York, 
Texas and Pennsylvania. 

The population of New York gives 
her thirty odd times as much power in 
the house as Delaware; but in the sen- 
ate the two are equal. 

Thus our national system is a mixed 
system—power being based partly 
upon population and partly on terri- 
torial organization. 

So it is in the states themselves. 
From the very beginning of our system 
of two legislative branches, one has 
been based on population and the other 
on territorial organization. 

The senate, representing the terri- 
torial units, was a’check on the house, 
representing numerical majorities. 

Any one who wants to be guided by 
historic precedent and constitutional 
authority should study the debates of 
the convention of J877. He will see 
clearly why it was that the county or- 
ganizations were cut into forty-four 
groups (mainly of three counties each) 
and given one senator each, without 
regard to population. 

Then he will see that, even in the 
make-up of the house, the principle of 
pure democracy was not strictly re- 
garded. 

It is provided that, once in every ten 
years, a new allotment of representa- 
tives shall be made, and that no mat- 
ter how much the six largest counties 
may exceed in population the hundred 
and odd small counties, the six have 
have no more than three members, 
while, the small counties, no matter 
how much population they may lose, 
shall still have one member. each. 
Twenty-six other big counties are 
given two members each, but no mat- 
ter how much the “next to the largest”’ 
twenty-six counties may grow in popu- 
lation, nor how much the hundred and 
odd small counties may dwindle, the 
big twenty shall have but the two 
members, while the iittle county units 
shall still keep their one member each. 

Can you not see how carefully the 
framers of the constitution were safe- 
guarding the weaker communities from 
the possible tyranny of the strong? 

If you would but read the speeches 
of Nelson Tift, A. R. Lawton, Robert 
Toombs and  others—debating this 
question of representation by population 
and by territorial organizations—you 
would better understand the dark plot 
which lurks behind the revolutionary 

| rule which the new committee has 
adopted. 

The control of your state is about to 
pass into the hands of the ringsters of 
the big: cities. 

Is that where you want it? IF S80,

Heretofore, in nominating a candi- 
date for governor, the state has ad- 
hered to the constitutional method. 

All the counties were equal, except- 
ing that to the six largest and the 
twenty-six next largest were given the 
constitutional allowance of advantage. 

But under the new rule the county 
units are ignored ana the majority 
vote will rule, no matter how much 
of that majority may be concentrated 
in a few big cities. The practical ef- 
fect will be that Atlanta, Macon, Au- 
gusta and Savannah wi!l each have 
twenty or thirty times the vote of 
many smaller counties, instead of hav- 
ing (in conventions) only three times 
as much, as prescribed by law and 
precedent. 

To clinch the advantage of the major- 
ity, those counties which vote for the 
losing candidates are to have their con- 
vention delegates chosen by the suc-

Wihen a statesman’'s mail 
each day absorbingly interesting 
ports of the ebb and flow of the politi- 
cal tide in his district and records with 
disturbing exactness, his rise and 
in popular estimation, he may be par- 
doned if his thoughts wander. Further- 
more when there is no exciting contest 
and no stirring action on the floor of 
congress to engage his attention, it Is 
but natural that they should grow ner- 
vous and lose appetite and the joy of 
living. Under such circumstances it 
requires al! the ingenuity of the party 
leaders and the party whip to keep 
members in their places and get them 
into the chamber to answer roll calls. 

House Not a Representative Body. 
The lower house of congress no 
longer a representative body. The mem- 
bers are elected directly by the people, 
and are supposed to tmmediately repre- 
sent the people. But how can a states- 
man be said to represent his people if

Under the present rules of the house, 
if the members of the majority party 
represent anything, they represent the 
will of the speaker. They do his bid- 
ding and execute his will without ap- 
rarent protest. If the speaker opposes 
a bill its, chances of being enacted inte 
law are’as one in a thousand. If a 
member desires to speak to any subject 
under debate or to bring up any sub- 
ject for discussion he must first pri- 
vately secure the czar’s permission. The 
presiding officer has well-nigh abso- 
lute power under the rules that govern 
procedure in the house. 

Under the beneficent reign of the 
rules committee, «dominated by tne 
speaker, any old rule necessary to fit 
any kind of an occasion, can be brought 
in and passed. Debate can be limited 
as desired or shut off entirely, and 
measures put through by the majority 
under the party lash. Individualism is 
throttled and independence is unknown. 
The speaker is not a presiding officer, 
but a dictator. 

The effectiveness of the party lash has 
rarely been brought out more clearly 
than during the past few days. The dem- 
Ocrats hage announced that they stand 
ready to aid in putting through many 
of the measures President Roosevelt 
has recommended.’ They entreat. the 
republicans to trot these measurs out 
of the committee rooms and place the 
bills upon their passage. The employ- 
ers’ liability bill, which !{s unsatisfac- 
tory. is as yet the only fruit of this 


appeal. 


Williams Turns Exhorter. 


A few days ago Mr. Williams turned 
exhorter, and begged the republicans to 
quit their evil ways and let some of the 
president’s measures be passed. He no- 
tifid the majority that if only 30 votes 
could be secured on that side of the 
chamber, the tariff on wood pulp and 
white print paper could be taken off. 
There was not a break ![n the republi- 
can ranks. He reminded them that a 
score had introduced bills on the same 
subject; but it produced no effect. 

“Are there not 30 men who will come 
forward and sign this petition to se- 
cure the legislation you have been call- 
ing for?’ asked Mr. Williams in the 
true exhorter’s style. There were not. 

The rules of the house under which 
members are held in such abject con- 
trol are made by republicans, and at 
any time they could change them. Of 
course, if representatives chose to ex- 
ercise the same liberty as do senators, 
legislation might be interminably de- 
layed. A senator may talk to his heart's 
content; he may submit his views on 
any.and every subject that comes up, 
and at as great length as suits his 
fancy, and there is no one to say him 
nav. 

Under the present rules of the house 
a measure can be put through after one 
hour, or. three or five hours’ debate, 
and genera] discussion under the five- 
minute rule. As now conducted, the 
house is an inspiring example of what 
a deliberative assembly ought not to be.
